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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 5,878,085 to McCallister et al. ("McCallister"). 

3. McCallister shows a "bit inserter" (54) for inserting known pilot bits at 
predetermined positions, a "channel coder"(60) for generating convolutional code 
symbols, a "rate matcher" (58) for matching the coded symbol rate to a given channel 
symbol rate, and a "channel interleaver" (62) for interleaving the rate matched channel 
symbols. 



4. Claims 13-32, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-12 and 34-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
